government will not be available for 
this year as result of failure of the 
deficiency appropriation bill to pass 
congress, advices to the state di- 
rector declare.

for active aerrice on the aea, should 
apply for • >b •• seaman, mess 
boy, or fireman, depending on the 
type of M* service he desires to 
learn. 
If lie wants to enter the 


service on land, where the work 
is of a clerical nature, he should 
obtain • poeition in the office of 
some steamship company. 


The nun who 
has specialized 


naturally has a big advantage over 
the man who has not. For sea serv- 
ice, the states 
of 
Massachusetts, 


Pennsylvania and New York oper- 
ate school ships, where young men 
may fit themselves to take exami- 
nations to beome mates. There are 
also schooU in California, run by 
retired merchant marine officers, 
where candidates may prepare to 
take examinations to become offi- 
cers. 
For service on land, several uni- 


versities, Lehigh and Georgetown 
among them, have instituted spe- 
cial shipping courses which train 
young men 
in 
steamship 
office 


methods. 


For a young man going to *ea, 


the 
main requirements are a 


healthty body and an active mind.

announcement of his independent candidacy fol- 
lowing the Democratic convention, his mana- 
gers will make overtures to Governor Pinchov 
and Senator Johnson for their support. Upon 
the decision of these two presidential aspirant;, 
both of whom have felt the pangs of defeat at 
the hands of the Coolidge organization, will de- 
pend the plans of the La Follette campaign in 
Pennsylvania and the far west.
